: . After being searched for arms, the 
lieutenant was bound with wire obtained 
from the telephone box and put ipto the 
box, which faced Nelson Pillar. By this 
time the public had scattered, and the 
officials, including some from other floors, 
had marched out of tke office with 
their hands above their heads. Then there 
was a rush for the windows, which the 


1 rebels smashed with the rbutt-ends of their 


rifles and pikes. It was when the troop of 
Lancers charged that Lieutenant Chalmers 
had his first narrow escape from injury. 
Whether the Lancers fired or whether the 
shots came from the rebels on the opposite 
side of Sackville street was not clear, but 
bullets went through the telephone box. 
After being icnfined in the box for three 
hours, the lieutenant was taken to the first 
floor. The O’Rahilly, a captain, said: “I 
want this afficer to watch the safe to see 
that nothing is touched. You will see that 
no harm comes to him.” Shortly afterwards 
two guards came ‘down and conducted him 
to the staff diningroom on the top of the 
building for a meal. At night he was teken 
to a room overlooking the ‘Metzopole Hotel. 

re was no bedding whatever, and two 
guards kept the door with fixed bayonets, 
so that there was no sleep. On Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday there was much 
firing, and the rebels were running about 
all over the place. On Friday morning the 
roof of the Post Office caught fire, probabl 
from shells. Downstairs the rebels ha 
everything combustible smashed up ready to 
start a fire, and the cellars were packed with 
explosives. Bullets were then coming into 
the.room where Second Lieutenant Chalmers, 
Second Lieutenant King, R.E.F.; Lieutenant 
Mahony, I.A.M.S., and other captives, to 
the number of sixteen, were imprisoned. 
Prisoners had been taken in as occasion 
offered. 

They crouched under a table, as the roof 
was falling in and part of the front wall 
had collapsed. During the week the rebels 
had made a tunnel from the Post Office to 
Messrs. Arnott’s premises, and it was 
through this that many of them escaped 
temporarily. The tunnel had been blasted 
by dynamite. 

GERMAN ©¥PLOSIVES EXPERT. 

Among the rebels were engineers, electri- 
cians, and experts of all kinds, including a 
man who called himself Slattery. | is 
man undoubtedly came from Berlin. He 
was an expert in regard to explosives, and 
remarked that he would never return to civil 
life, knowing as much as he did about the 
insurrection business. On Friday evening 
the prisoners were taken to a basement right 
below the building. Here were stores of 
lignite,  cordite gun cotton, and 
ynamite—stacks of it. Men came down to 
the basement calling for bombs. 


BARRICADES OF BOMBS. 

The cellar was barricaded with boxes, and 
a light turned on to one of these revealed 
packages of gelignite. Bombs with fuses 
set were placed round the cellar by the 
rebels, who then left the prisoners in it. In 
this terrible plight the prisoners decided 
not to die like rats in a trap if they could 
help it. They were saved from a horrible 
death by a rebel and a lieutenant. In re- 
sponse to the calls of the prisoners the 
lieutenant said: “It's all right boys,” and 
took them up again into the burning build- 
ing and out into the yard at the back. 
Their next move was through a cerridor into 
a rdom at"the back of the Post Office, where 
they were put under the charge of 8 woman 
in malé attire, who flourished a big loaded 
revolver with threats. 

She recognised Lieutenant Chalmers as an 
Englishman, and t in his face, informed 
him that he would be the first to: be shot, 
and expressed regret that Nelson Pillar had 


not been brought down. 


HUMAN BULLET SCREEN. 

A little later the prisoners were led 
to Moore lane, to be used by the rebels as a 
screen to facilitate their escape. Lieutenant 
Chalmers was placed at the head of the line 
of prisoners, and on his left hand was a 
private of the R.D.F. 
Pointing a Mauser pistol at the Lieutenant 
one of the rebels told him to run or he would 
fire. About 150 yards away vere the troops 
with @ machine gun, and they were firing 
down a lane. Lieutenant Cualmers started to 
run, but had not gone ten yards before the 
rebels shot him in the thigh, and shot the 
Dublin Fusilier thr@igh the head. By a rush 
some of the prisoners passed successfully the 
end of the lane déwh which the troops fired 
the machine gun, and being called upon by 
more rebels to stop darted down an alley way 
to théir left, only to find themselves charging 
a Bric machine gun. 

Bullets spattered around them, but by a 
miracle they escaped injury, and jumped a 
parapet a yard high. Running found yet 
another passage, they found themselves in a 
court yard at the k of Lipton’s store, 
where Lieutenant Chalmer’s collapsed from his 
nerve-wracking experiences. He was carried 
on the back of a sergeant of the R.I.R. inte 
the cellar. The whole building had been 
burned out. Even then the trials of the Lieu- 
tenant, the sergeant, and three privates were 
not . ‘ 

They spent the night in the cellar. Next 
SL fighting was resumed close beside 
them. Through the cellar grating they saw a 
aniper on the roof of the building opposite, 
and inside was a Man grinding. bayonets, work 
which he kept up all day. Towards evening 
the machine-gun-fire became very hot, and tle 
bullets were falling all around. The prisoners 
crawled ont of the cellar into a van standing 
in the yard. About 6.30 p.m. there wae a 
call for any more retelg who wanted to sur- 
render, and the sergeant ee out of the 
van to discover a corporal and two soldiers 
with fixed bayonets. that time the cap- 
tives had been without food or drink for 
twenty-four hours. 

BOMB’S PREMATURE EXPLOSION. 
Many interesting and valuable observations 
were made by Lieutenant Qhalmers during his 
stay in the Post Office, and he witnessed some 
strange sights. The first casualty at the Post 
Office, even before the brutal and deliberate 
murder of the policeman on duty, wae that 
which ocourred to a Sinn Feiner who was 
lacing a bomb in position. This man was

A BUSY STAFF. 

__The staff of 40 Merrion square has not been 
idle since the 25th April. While the fighting 
was at its height in the district neither bearers 
nor nurses faltered; théy went about their 
work calmly and with fortitude. The house 
was used for the reception of wounded for 
whom there was no room in Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital. The staff retained the more serious 
cases, but sent the less grievously hurt to 
auxili houses, which had also been con- 
verted into hospitals by those associated with 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade. A notgble 
occasion of co-operation with Sir Patrick 
Dun’s was when two nurses left 40 Merrion 
square, with a stretcher-load of linen which 
the hospital urgently needed. In the 
face of great danger the reached 
their goal, and returned por Here 
may be recorded the observation of one of 
the staff of the temporary hospital—that the 
Sinn Feiners tried to avoid firing upon those 
whose mission, was to tend wounded. The 
ag ( herself narrowly escaped being hit by 
a bullet, but sbe dig not believe that it 
had been fired at her. 

en our representative visited 40 Merrion 
square last evening he was told that, now 
the period of stress had passed, the house 
was being cleared of wounded. Only two 
of those admitted had died: one an old man 
shot through the lung, the other a man who 
was almost dead when brought in. A few 
patients had been operated on, the most 
serious case being & soldier whose ley had 
to be removed.

An incident of the general work of the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade will fittingly con- 
clude this account. With the insurgents 
besieged in Jacob’s Factory and bullets fly- 
ing around, the Adelaide Hospital was cut 
off from its food supply. It was 
then that the men of ‘the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade came to its aid by bring- 
ing through the danger sone food sufficient 
to sustain the patients and staff of the insti- 
tution.

ight all the staff had to sleep 
im the hospital, for the neighbourhood was 
very dangerous. Alarms and excursions, how- 
ever; made sleep almost impossible. The 
usual nightly ants continued, and, as Dr. 
R. A. ey, F.R.U.8., put it, * There was 
not much sleep; what with the windows 
rattling, a Tommy snoring on one side of me, 
frequent attention to the patients, and the 
clock chiming. At last I tarned the old clock 
over to prevent it striking.” Monday, again 
was a busy day, for then the hospital receiv 
several victims of snipers in the vicinity, and 
also from Ringsend,. while there were some 
cases from Balisbridge. THe wounds, by their 
nature, made it clear that the rebels had used 
expanding bullets. 

‘It was pandemonium,’ said Miss Eddison, 
the matron, “when the 'G.E.'s' began to 
come in. Practically the whole time we have 
been under fire. Bullets came into the operat- 
ing theatre, into a sister's bedroom, and into 
the nurses’ diningroom. We had to turn the 
dispensary into a wound-dressing room. Our 
first patients came from Portobello—a_ ser- 
géant of the R.1.R., a D.M.P. man, a civilian, 
and another soldier. Most of the patients 
were brought in by motor, but one was car- 
ried on a ladder padded with cushions. A 
m e came one day from someone to dress 
the wounds of soldiers on the tower of Had- 
dington road Church, and our students who 
went there were unable to get back for hours. 
We got wounded also from Beggar's Bush 
Barracks, brought up during a lull. The Bt. 
John and Red Cross mó rendered great 
service, stretcher-carrying, and, indeed, any- 
thing we called i on them for. It was from 
here that Corpa Superintendent, Stodart, went, 
out, to his death. On Sunday, again, we had 
& busy time treating civilians who had been 
shot while looking out of their windows. 
The bullets we found in them were of the 
kind used by the snipers. A little girl was 
shot on Sunday morning, and there were other 
girls, too. Our big day was Wednesday, 
when twenty or thirty cases came in. me 
of them had to be sent to the Eye and Ear 
Hospital to make room for further and worse 
cases. At one time we had fear of a shortage 
of food, but residents of the neighbourhood 
were most active in supplying us, and the. 
danger passed away. ey went about in 
motor cars getting all kinds of things for us.” 

The doctors and nurses speak most highly of 
the Spartan courage displayed by the young 
soldiers, who bore their pain with the courage 
of veterans. ‘Some of had received but 
a few months’ training, and their bearing 
aroused intense admiration among those who 
gave them medical aid. . 

The surgeons on duty were:—Mesars. G. 
Jameson Johnston, F.R.C.8.; R. A. Stoney, 
F.R.C.S. ; M‘Connell (who was not allowed by 
the rebels to attend his own hospital, the 
Richmond), A. R. Parsons, and Waters; and 
the students and nurses also showed the 
keencet devotion to their work, carried out 
under very trying circumstances. —

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TENSION IN LIMERICK.

HEAVY RAINS. 


The Secretary of the War Office’issued the 
following announcement on Tuesday night :— 
General Smuts, in a telegram of May 1, re- 
ports that the rainy season has set in with 
great violence. 
The enemy is holding a strong position in 
the hills to the south-east of Kondoa Irangi. 
The movements of the Belgian forces in 
Ruanda have been delayed by the heavy rains. 
[Kondoa Irangi was occupied by the tndops 
under General Van Deventer after the 
enemy had been defeated on April 19. 
General Smuts reportel on April 23 that 
the enemy, on whom considerable ‘losses 
had been inflicted, had retired in -the 
direction of the central railway, from 
which Kondoa Irangi, 48 distant about 100 
miles. The R',<«da -territory, on the 
frontier of tae Congo Free State, is, situ- 
ated between Lake Kivu and Lake Tan- 
ganyika.] 


MESSAGE FROM GENERAL 
SMUTS. 
The Press Association has received from 
fast Africa the text of a message issued by 
1 General Smuts to his forces on March 16 :— 
NAIROBL, Marca 16. 

At the end of the week’s operations which 
commenced on Tuesday, March 7, I wish to 
express my sincere. thanks to the officers and 
men of the forces under me for the very great 
efforts and sacrifices they have made to bring 
success to our arms. Last Tuesday the enemy 
army, consisting of the main enemy forces in 
German East Africa, lay entrenched in front 
of us in a most formidable position behind the 
Lumi, protected in front by seven miles of 
dense bush, on the right by the Pare Moun- 
tains and the swamps of the Rawu and Lake 
/Jipe,.and on the left by the dangerous broken 
Yoot hills of Kilimanjaro. By a very arduous 
tah march through the bush we secured the 

yastage of the Lumi early next morning. and 
ty the dash of our mounted troops the Chala 
Hill and other positions dominating Taveta 
from the north were secured on the same day. 
On the following Thursday both Taveta and 
Palatia were occupied by us, and the enenry 
retired to the formidable Kitova position, 
west of Taveta, where they were engaged on 
Friday by the mounted troops. As the enemy 
was found to hold the position in great force 
the brigades were on Saturday ordered to 
attack the precipitous bush-clad hills of Plata 
and Lathema, which formed the main enemy 
position. After severe fighting, which lasted 
on till midnight, portions of our forces secured 
positions on the hills, which were maintained 
until reinforcements could be'sent forward on 
Stinday morning, March 12th. The defeat of 
the enemy was severe. The hills were found 
covered with his dead, and he even abandoned 
one gun and three Maxim guns in his flight 
through the bush. . 

Om Monday, March 13th, the brigade occu- 
pied” Moshi,‘and the divisions, after clearing 
the country. between Mera and Kilimanjaro 
from.the north, reached the road between 
Moshi and Arusha. ' Though we mourn the 
ioss of many brave comrades, the results at- 
tained have thoroughly justified our sacrifices. 
During the week’s operations the enemy has 
been severely defeated, and has been flung 
south over the Rawu River. We haye cleared 
him finally out of British territory, and we 
are now in occupation of the healthiest and 
most valuable settled part of German’ East 
Africa, comprising the Kilimanjaro and Meru 
areas. 

While thanking all officers and men, I feel 
assured that further demands on that endur- 
ance will be met in an equally willing, and 
cheerful spirit.

FORECAST OF THE REPLY. 


The special correspondent of the Daily 
L'elegraph, telegraphing from Rotterdam 
on Tuesday, says :— 

From a reliable source I learn that the Ger- 
man reply to the American Note, the work of 
| preparing the text of which was begun to- 
day, will take the form of another attempt to 
evade the definite issue raised by President 
Wilson. It will be of a temporising and argu- 
mentative character, containing no direct 
answer to the American demand, but offering 
certain alleged ‘‘ concessions,”” in return for 
which America will be asked to make repre- 
sentations to the British Government to 
modify the blockade.

THE FIGHT FOR STEPHEN'S 
GREEN. | 


A dramatic story of the fight for St. 
Stephen’s Green is related by a member of 
the Inner Temple, who was ieged in the 
Shelbourne Hotel. 

He relates that some of the guests were 
taken prisoners by the insurgents, but most 
of them were released after a few hours 
and allowed to return, to the hotel. A 


was shot. 

“ At five o'clock on Tuesday morning,” he 
proceeds, “I was awakened and told that 
the military were in-occupation of the hotel 
and were firing on the rebels on the Green. 
I quickly dressed and made my way along 
the corridors crowded with guests in afl stages 
of attire. Continuous firing was going 6n 
from the windows of the hotel, and replies 
came from the Green. A body of eighty 
soldiers with a machine gun had made their 
way from the Castle between 1 a.m. and 3 
a.m; had taken up their position at 
the windows, and opened fire at dawn. 

‘The front entrance had been Larricaded 
with mattresses, tables and chairs, and 
at nearly every window a _ soldier 
was  astatiood with a fife. 
8 o'clock firing gradually ceased, 
Green appeared to be empty; the dead were 
picked up. Comparatively little happened 
during the day, except that a machine gun

will the scheme enable certain classes of town- 
dwellers to surmount the difficulties of the 
war more easily, but it will also lead to the 
stores of food at our disposal being used more 
sparingly. It is he. to save more by 
cooking in this wholesale way than by indivi- 
dual effort. 

“The scarcity of butter could be provided 
against, to some extent if other municipalities 
followed the example of Lankwitz. The plan 
adopted by the municipality there is to au- 
thorise the wholesale dairies to double their 
product of butter by adding ‘jugurth’ fer- 
mented milk to the natural butter, the resul- 
tant mixture being then distributed to the re- 
tailers.’’ (Jugurth is imported chiefly from 
Asia Minor.) The writer conclides by draw- 
ing attention to a measure taken by the muni- 
cipality of Halberstadt, which is utilising 
waste ground on the outskirts by turning it 
into a poultry-yard under municipal control.

AFTER THE WAR. 


Few things have irritated our enemies more 
than the openly-expressed contempt among 
the Entente Powers for the imitative achieve- 
ments of German science and thought in the 
last few generations# coupled with the sug- 
gestion that after the war the average Ger- 
man Professor should be kept at a distance. 
For several months, in consequence, many 
writers and speakers in the Central Empires 
have made a laborious point of showing that 
the world cannot do without Germany. in 
a recent speech, just reported in the 
Deutsché T'ageszeitung, Dr. von Knilling, 
Minister for Education in Bavaria, observed, 
“In these times of war special thanks are 
due tg German science, and only after the 
conclusion of hostilities shall we know to 
what a great extent our research has been of 
value in the assertion of Germany’s might. 
It is*to be hoped that the foolish craving for 
foreign things is a disease of which the 
people have been cured; but in the years to 
come we cannot shut ourselves off from the 
rest of the world by a sort of Chinese wall, 
in the domain of the spirit, at all events. 
We do not begrudge our adversaries their 
childish spite of striking the names of Ger- 
man savants from their lists of learned so- 
cieties. In the long run the 
Europe cannot cut themselves off from one 
another. The German scientists and the 
German merchant will be the pioneers who, 
after the war, will fasten together again the 
broken threads. In the exchange of in- 
tellectual treasures we Germans lose nothing 
by being always the givers. The world can- 
not long do without the German mind. Ger- 
man skill, and the German sense of enter- 
prise.” Dr. von Knilling went on to say 
that foreigners could not altogether be ex- 
cluded from German schools, though their 
numbérs, especially in the case of Japanese 
students might be restricted by law. 

Deutsche Tageszeitung prints a charac- 
teristic commentary on this, which, though 
unsigned, bears every trace of Count Revent- 
low’s pen: “We are in full agreement with 
these viéws, except on one ‘point. The pas- 
sage in which it is suggested that German 
scientitsts and merchants should act as 
‘pioneers’ after the war is liable to misin- 
terpretation.. It» was not we who broke the 
‘threads of our international relationships, 
but our enenties; and it is for them to make 
the first move towards joining them rp 
again. It will, indeed, be entirely in th-ir 
own interests to do so; for, asthe Minister

CERVANTES’ TERCENTENARY.

A deputation from the Authors’ Club 
waited upon Senor Don Merry del Val, the 


minated address embodying their homage to 
ithe illustrious Spanish writer, Cervantes, the 
tercentenary of whose death is now being 
commemorated. The deputation consisted of 
Mr. Charles Garvice, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee; Mr. Calvert, the author of 
works on Spain; Dr. G. A. Greene, and Mr. 
Algernon Rose, the hon. secretary. 

These gentlemen were very cordially re- 
ceived by His Excellencv who, after the pre- 
sentation had taken place, made a short and 
eloquent reply, referring to the appreciation 
which is felt in Spain for the works of Shakes- 
peare and, in particular, to the operations of 
a sccietv formed specially to promote know- 
ledge of them. 

The address, which in due course will be 
forwarded to King Alfonso; was in the follow- 
ing terms: 

"TO HIS MOST GRACIOUS MAJESTY, 
KING ALFONSO XIIL OF SPAIN. 

May it please Your Majesty to accept this tri- 
bute of respectful homage the memory 
of your illustrious writer, Miguel dé Cervantes- 
Saavedra, on the occasion of the tercentenary of 
his pasging away from earth., On the Feast of Bt. 
George, 1616, ovr great national poet, William 
Shakespeare, and your work+renowned Cervantes 
died, a fact which constitutes a link between the 
En~lish and Spanish nations, strengthened ard 
consolidated by long years of friendship, and bv 
the union of the Royal families of Spain and 
England in the happy marriage of Your Majesty 
and the gracious English Princess who now shares 
with Your Majesty the Throne of Spain. 

The homage which we have the honour to nay to 
your great Spanish writer is a tribute to the en- 
during value of Spanish literature to the immortal 
memory of Cervantes, who gave to the world the 
pages of “Don Quixote,” that undying pictufe of 
Spanish life in the sixteenth century. 

It is known in every civilised country, but Eng- 
land was the first country out of Spain to share 
with her the Spanish masterpiece, first translated 
by Shelton in 1612, who rendered into the tongue 
of Shakespeare the triumph of one of Shakespeare's 
greatest contemporaries. 

We English. authors recognise that the great 
writer, Cervantes, ranks among the supreme crea- 
tors of the worid’s literature. Our own celebrations 
in honour of our national poet are overcast by the 
shadow of the greatest war in history; but with 
undiminished fervour we offer to Your,,Majesty, as 
the representative of the Spanish people, our feli- 
citations, and thes discharge our portion of the 
world’s debt of gratitude to the chivalry and 
romance of Spain.

DEVELOPING COAL RESOURCES, 


Great efforts are about to be made to de- 
velop the coal resources of Spitzbergen. A 
few years ago operations were begun by the 
| British, who were followed nf Americans, and 
then by the Norwegians. ow, Swedish and 
Russian firms have decided to enter the field, 
and the latter expect to find the coal of con- 
siderable advantage to them in connection with 
the working of the new railway between 
Petrograd and Alexandrovsk, on the Murman 
coast. It is estimated that in the neighbour- 
hood of the fjords between Advent Bay and 
Green Harbour two of the strata contain over 
a thousand million tons of coal, much of it of 
a quality superior to British sorts, while in 
other parts of the. island there are also known 
to be immense quantities, which will not be 
difficult to work. The chief trouble is the 
lack of ocean transport, as the ice frequently 
renders the approach to the island impossible. 
Still, from July to September there is usually 
open water, and when trading conditions are 
again normal it is hoped to develop the mines 
on a big scale.
